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Have been giving my Reaſons, Gentle- 
men, why the preſent Miniſtry, by 
which the Affairs of the Government 
here have for tome Years been mana- 
ged, ought, 4-cording 10 the Motion publiſh d in 
« late Speech, to be changed, and turned our, 
or petitioned out, G. And I was now of 
Courſe to tell you according to my Promiſe, 
rho were fit to be put into their Rooms Bur 
pon ſecond Thoughts, and left you ſhould 
not think m former Reaſons for diſmiſſing 
theſe great People cogent enough. having not 
enumerated the Perſons, except three or four 
of them 1 think to corroberate, as the Learn- 
ed call it, it will be needful to go on with 
thoſe Reaſons — And tell you in the Groſs 
concerning them all together. why the N,, 
Quatentss Miniſtry,ought really to be turn'd out, 
cc. And as the Circumſt ances are very ob- 
vious, I need nut go far about tor Reatons, 
and theretore in Mort, 


1. The Miniſtry ought to be turn'd out, 
becaule that like falſe Traytors to our Soc - 
raign Lady, the High Church, which accerding 5, 
the Worthy Dod well, is the only true Church of An 
lent; they have revolted from their Allegi 
ance to the Fundamental Laws of Tyranny 
and Perſecution ; and not having the Fear «7 
GOD: befare their Eyes, but moved by the 
Inſtigation of the Ovi, have wickedly, - 
liciouſly, traiterouſly. Cc, taken up Arms 
Behalf of an invading Foreigner, call d 
MODERATION, with his two abominavic 
Confederates Toleration and O -en 
mity; and having 5 their afore.2id Rebell ton 
and Treaton, oppreſled and re4uc'd the ſaid 
H:gh-Chur-b, have in > forcible Manner intro- 
duced theſe Invaders, clothed them « [th 
Laws. Acts of Pariament, and all the pie 
tended Sanctions of Civil Authorich. to th: 
manifeſt Terror of Her Majeſty's Ig. 
People, and her beſi dubjects the High 774 » . 
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and to the Ruin and Deſtrucion of their 
confederated and late flouriſhing Party the 
Facobites, who under their Protection were 
beginning to re-eſtabliſh the right Intereſt in 
the Nation; and this is a good Reaſon for 
removing them, 
2. This corrupt and wicked Miniſtry ought 
to be turn'd our, becauſe as wicked and evil 
Councellors, they have impoſed upon her 
Majeſty, and prevail'd upon her by their Ad- 
vice to joyn with them againſt theſe her afore- 
ſaid Friends, who were the beſt Foundation of 
her Government, and beſt Support to her 
Intereſt, and thereby they have wickedly 
preyented the good and growing Poſture of 
thoſe Deſigns, which by our Bleſſing upon her 
Majeſty's Concurrence, might long ere now 
dave puranEndto all the Miſeries an Diſaſters 
of this unhappy War. (1.) By eſtabliſhin 
the ſaid Dodwe!l1+1 Church of Exglind®d a fu 
and uninterrupced Authority, and ſetling a 
compleat Conformity and Obedience, both 
to her Doctrine and Diſcipline, «ll the Dy- 
fenters having as deſpicable Rebels and Ver- 
mine of the common Wealth, been cftectual- 
ly cruſhid and rooted out. (2) By ſurren- 
dring to France a few trifling Articles, ſuch as 
the Safety of remote Princes and States, and 
the Concern for the Proteſtant Religion a- 
broad, Things we have nothing to do with, and will 
never be able ro defend, and ſo by putting our 
ſel ves out of this unhappy Confederacy, give 
tie Nation Peace the ſhorteſt Way; all which 
Jaudable Deſigns have been interrupted by 
this Miniſtry, and therefore they ought ſpee · 
dily to be removed. 

3. This Miniſtry ought to be changed, for 
chat as wicked and evil Councellors about her 
Alajeſty, they have continually adviſed her 
Majeſty to thoſe unhappy Expreiſions in her 
Speeches ro Parliament, relating to Dif, nter, 
and the Toleration, and to Peace and Union, 
which giving a Liberty to the Miſconſtruai» 
ons and falſe Gluſſes of theſe evil Councellors 
and their Party, have been wreſted and chang- 
ei contrary to her Majeſty's pious Intentions, 
(as we vainly hoped) to the diſcouraging of 
the moſt zealous and moſt faithful of her 
Loyal Subjects ;. who for eſpouſing her trac 
Intereſt have been opprobriauſly treated, and 
branded with the new invented Scandal of 
High Flyers; nor have they reſted rill they 
brought. her Majeſty to eſpouſe the hgted 
Toleration of Scbiſmaticks, in ſuch an unheard 
af Manner, as to promiſe to maintain it MN. 
VIOLABLY,; till which Word, Care hyd 
been talcen to put ſuch Interpretation e 
ait the Promiſes of that K ind, as might eaſi- 
4 have delivei'4 her Majeſty from all Man- 
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ner of Bondage or Subjection to the Terms ot 
thoſe State- Speeches; Things which in for- 
mer Times we have always made eatie to our 
Princes. 

4. This abominable Miniſtry, in whoſe 
Management all our Miſcarriages center, 
ought to be forthwith chang'd, for that con- 
trary to the true Intent and Meaning of the 
Church of Englan.!. and of all the ue poli- 
ticks of her Proteſſors, and contrary to her 
plain Conſtitution ; fill accordiyy ro Dodweell; 
they have with all their cunning and pernici- 
ous Arts brought over the Nation y pretend- 
ed Laws, Statutes, and Acts oF Parliament, 
to forecloſe the right Line of our Princes; 
and 3 — Legal Deſcent and Lau ful 
Heirs, have hazarced the very Souls of all 
the Bnglih Nation, hy making them abjure 
their native Prince; which Matter. had it not 
been vilely and fraudulently f ointed by 
theſe ev il Counrellors. was ready to be propoſed 
by her Majeſty's moſt faithful Subj:&s of the 
High church, in a Manner fo per fecily agreeable 
ro Juſtice, that tiic Lineal De ſorent of our law- 
ful Princes had been preſery'd, and yet her 
Majeſty*%s Poſleſlion ſecur'd for her Life : But 
theſs wicked Councellors, pretending that 
this was firſt ro acknoreledye the LUEEN 10 be an 
Uſurger, and make her only Tenant for Life, and 
ſs have expoſed her Perſon to thoſe bat might 
attempt to Morten THE LEASE; upon ſuch 
weak and trivial Surmiſes and reviving the 
abhorred Poſition of Parliamentary Limit - 
tions, — have wickediy and abom inably 
eransferr'd the Succeſſion of the Crown upon 
another Dutch Race, whoſe remote Pretenſio t 
have no other Claim. than what is built 
upon that accurſed Principle, which brought 
to paſs the Revolution. 

3. Theſe pernicious Cauncellors ovg't to 
be turnd out with Contempt. for that to 
the Eminent Hazard of the Church of Eng- 
land. ſtill as before wwtlcrſteod, they have con- 
trived, carry'd on, and compleated that fatal 
Confederacy with S*'biſmer:cke and Hirenchs, 
call'd THE UNION: A Treaty, which 
when by the Intereſt and Contrivance of the 
ſame reſtleſs Fact ion it had frequently been 
brought upon the Stage in former times, /ike 
an untimely Prrth. was always made abortive by 
the conſtant Vigilance and Application of 
our pious and zealous Brethre- „f the High 
chureh; and particutarly in the firſt and moſt 
Glo Year of her Majeſty's Reign when 
the Banter of a Treaty began to be brought 
abont-again — But ſo it is, that in this unha 
py and pernicious Management theſe things 

ave been carry'd on with all Sorts of Cunning, 
an] Application, and that i» is all owing to 
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:ms Miniſtry, 1s plainly prov'd, for that te 
£UVEEN us « Princeſs of that conſummate Wiſlom, 
4s net 0 do any thing without the Advice of ber 
Minty. 

There are a great many other Reaſons to 
be given, why thoſe People ſhould be diſ- 
mits'd, and why they ſhould be changed. / 
mein of the ſame Kind with theſe already named ; 
bur I am not for — into all the Par ticu- 
lars T hope theſe may ſutfice to convince any 
Le Perſon of it, and I doubt nor, but 
e hen thoſe whom it ay concern, ſhall meet 
with theſe Heads, aud duly confider them, 
Ways and Means may be found out to make 
the Nation eaſie in this Caſe. 

But I cannot omit two particular Reaſons, 
why this Matter thould be expedited, and 
why theſe great People ſhould be put out,wir/ 
more Speed than «ſa! Which at this time is 
very material to the Cauſe we ate now pur- 
ſuing and theſe Raſuns reſpect our Succeſles 
abroad both Good an Rad. 8 

t. Our yoot Success: This unhappy Rligi- 
ſtry, without whole Advice nothing is done, 
have not only been the Men. under whoſe 
Management the great and fatal Articles of 
Blenbetm and R.mel'ies were to our terrible 
Mortification brought ro pals; by whoſe 
Arts the Germen Princes have been managed 
the P. Mus and Hr Tan Troops ſent into Fic l. 
mont, the Duke of 54.-y reftor'd, the n 
beaten out of Ita the Swelrs comp!y'd with 
in Germany. the Duke of Hann v. prevail'd 
with to command the Imperial Army, the 
People of V.»fchartel ſecur'd from the French, 
an a thouſand ſuch . Things brought 
to paſs; but which is ſtil}, worſt of all. the 
Meaſures of the next Campaign lie ſo for- 
ward in order to rertiev2 the laſt, that we 
are not without juſt Apprehenſions, that if 
theſe people proceed in the ſame Steps th. 
have begun in. they will bring Us and our 
Friends abroad ſo low, that it may hereaft-r 

be 10 no Purpoſe to make S$peeche« ro 4 them out. 
and our Ca'e may be irretrievably loſt; and 
tho* the Inſtances: of this are dut too plain, 
and need very little Illuſt tation, yet the Pre- 
parations making for Spain ro put that young 
Intruder Cburles I. in a Poſture to recover 
Rimſelf the Aſſi ſtance they ave going to give 
ro the King of Pos twy al, rr hom we were i” Hopes 
10 reduce to 4 Newtrallity, the reſtoring Affairs 
en the Rhine. and the Reſolutions ro ſupport 
the Duke of 5. are ſuch Articles, as no 
true Engliſh High ch. eh Man can be pleasd 
with. or acquieſce in; and therefore no Body 
can blame us for muſte ring up all our new 
Priznds, nt tf! our old Ones roo, if poflible to

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2. As to our bet Succefſer : They are our Ar- 
guments to the IWhige, and by which we try te 
cajole them into the old National Err n of 
— and Diſcontent; tis an Ar»: 
ment 4 Hommem. to ſay theſe People haul 
be turn'd out for Want of Succeſs; for he 
ſhould unlucky Agents any more than un- 
faithful Agents be employ d? Beſides. if rey 
are not unlucky to you, ney are lo to us 
that are out. and that would fain be in their 
Places ; and they are doubly unlucky ro our 
Cauſe, of which we have ſpoken already.
